It is a model 
Episcopal onnroh. 


TBl DBWOATIOH. 


The church waa crowded at 10:30 a, m. 


to-d*y when the dedication exeroiaea 
were held, Tbe Bight fieverend Biehop 
Seymour anmmiHed in the begimungof 
the servioea that the aerricea this moro-i 
log were preparatory to tbe dedicatory 
eervioea to-night, when this house would 
be dedicated to Him wboee blewinge we 
invoke upon it. To thie aemce yon 
bate come and we ask tbat yon join and 
aid ne In the preparatory services. In 
tbe ritualistic services preceding tbe ser- 
mon Rev, D. N. Cunningham ot Spring 
field, Be?, Me, Smith, of lanooln, and 
Bev. Mr. Oram, of Paris, participated. 


Bev, W. H. Moore delivered the ser- 


mon from Joebna 4th chapter and 2Iit 
verse: "What mean these atones?" Mr. 
Moore we* a former rector of St. John's 
church. He had aeen it when it waa 
weak and atruvglinff, and be eaw it now 
strong and confident. Tliie fact especially 
fitted Mr. Moore for the doty be per- 
formed. Paring the sermon he made 
eome very beautiful references to the 
early workers in tbe church who bad 
paeaed frora earth to eternity, Thie 
probably gave riee to tbe declaration 
with whicb be opened hie discourse: 
Thie ia an occasion ot the deepest 
interest—the consummation of many 
hopes—th* answer ot many prayers, 
Tbe speaker reasoned tbat the obnrch 
waa not bttilt to gratify social pride, nor 
tbat aesthetic taetes (tight be satisfied. 
When the children ot tbe people came 
op to Qtlgal and inquued what the etonea 
meant they were reminded that God had 
been with the tattlers, and when we in- 
quire concerning tbia church what mean 
tbeve atones tbe answer will be that it ie 
dedicated to Christian unity, We believe 
in Christian unity, in the conversion ot 
tbe world to tbe truth as it is in Jesus. 


Speaking of the officer of tbe chnrob 


thejspenier eaid that unless there is 
another dispensation then indeed must 
the chnrcb of tba present be tbe Obnrch 
ot tbe past. While we do not claim it 
after tie precise pattern given in tbe 
New Testament we do claim that it did 
not have its origin in the time of Henry 
the VIII,, if so it onght to pensb, bnt 
that its origin was in the birth, the death 
and the resurrection of Jesua Const. 
Our sinful divisions have palsied the arm 
that wae stretched oat to help us.

THE NEW CHUHCH. 


i of the Beautiful EOlfloe—Tk< 
Memorial Windows. 


These who 'have seen the beantifn 


church know in a general way what it ie 
Those who bave not visited it, as weil 
those who have done so, will be interested 
n perusing the following full description 
of tbe edifice which waa dictated bj 
Rector Goodwin: 


Tbe general character of the building 


is) closely allied to tbe early English pe- 
riod ot "Gothic architecture of about the 
thirteenth century, and in ita conception 
and in the material used tbe general feel 
ing of that date baa been noticeably re- 
produced. The situation of tbe lot and 
tba requirements of the parish made ii 
possible to follow tbe traditional urea in 
tbe plan, and the result IB the eastern 
chancel, tha ambulatory, tbe south porch 
the baptistery at the church entrance anc 
tbe high clear story with its arched sup 
ports. 


The chnrcb measures over all 120 leet 


in length and CO feet in width, not indud 
ing the tower, m which is tbe main en 
trance. In front two email porohM flank 
the baptistery, whicb forma a circular 
projection directly under the great west 
window. 


The exterior is ot variegated old rec 
sandstone, eome of which came from 
Wisconsin and eome from Iowa. 


Tha root is of Virginia black slate. The 


handsomely arched windows ate fillet 
with beautiful stained glass. Tbe chim- 
ney stack is covered with stone similar 
to tha rest of the ohureh. On tbe soutn 
nestles a stone porch, with heavy atone 
balustrade. 
ALL the porch entrances 
have pressed brick floors. 


The tower is 66 feet high in stone, irith 
a parapet ol copper 8 feet high and a 
slate roof, making the total height about 
100 feet, surmounted by a copper cross 
8 feet high. 


The nave is 49 feet high, with richly 
paneled black ash ceiling, supported by 
ornamental tmeses, of old red oak. 


Tbe nave proper ie 46x00 feet, and ia 
seated with pews handsomely canted in 
a symbolical design by the architect. 
There ia one broad center aiele and two 
side aisles. Then are three entrances in 
front, tbe main entrance being from the 
tower, and two porch entrances on the 
north and south sides of the baptistery. 
The Boor of tbe church is of hard wood, 
oiled and polished. Two rows of colttmiM 
support tbe handsomely arched truss 
roof. 


Significant of entrance to tba church, 


tbe baptistery is near the main entrance 
to tta building. The font is in yellow 
marble, npon a base of a fine old English 
example, The bowl is surrounded by a 
series ot interlacing Gothic arche e to 
hattnonize with the Gotbio architecnre 
of tbe chnrob, 


Tbe font ewer, which holds tbe baptis- 


mal water and the rail are gifts of St. 
John's Sunday school; they fcre Easter 
offerings of 1891. 
Marble steps lead 


from tbe church to the baptistery floor. 
Tbe floor plan shows a treatment of sim- 
ple mosaic m the main body of the floor, 
and forming a Greek cross assign under- 
neath tbe font itself. 
' 


Tbe chancel is large and commodious, 


tbe sanctuary being apeidal m shape. It 
•a lighted by 21 windows, amber and gold 
in tone, tbe cross being traced in jewels 
in each window. Tbe treatment of the 
chancel conforms with tbe treatment of 
lie stained glass. Tbe color scheme, the 
arched columns, and the face of the 
chancel itself bee been so arranged in 
color as to form a frame work for the 
chancel. Bands of ornaments are' so 
placed on the sides walls as to lead the 
eye step by step to tbe angle ended sanc- 
tuary. Here tbe entire central panel is 
taken up ;by an e aborately carved 
rersdos, ratable and altar, tbe latter 
rpslJDg on a raised pace of three steps. 
Tbe treatment ot tbe wood work is in 
antique oak, rich in color, and elabo- 
rately carved. Tbe altar rail Is composed 
ot MX braes standards, toe brackets of 
whicii are sprays of lilliep, supporting 
the polished oak rail. 
The choir room on tbe north eide of 


the church baa s special porch for the 
boys' entrance. It ia lighted by eight 
stained gloss windows. Lockers for tba 
vestments of the choir bo;e are provided, 
and each boy bae a key to his own be- 


iDgings. 
The ambulatory leads from the cboir 


room back ot tbe chancel to tbe south 
nde of the chimb. Through the ambu- 
latory the cboir boys move in procession 
into the south aisle of the chancel. Fold- 
in* doors lead from the choir room 
directly into tbe old ohureb, which is 
now tbe ehapeL The entire Sunday 
ichool can mote in a procession, npon 
tbe greater festivals, from tbe ofaepet into 
tbe church. Tbat will add moon to tbe 
>ffeetiveness of tbete celebrations. 
The rector's stody is in the southeast 


oorner of tbe buildinfr. It ia lighted by 
south window* of stained glass, Bon 
gas and electric light bam been nut in 
tbeatndy. Agrttoefta^eaearfalbeeV 


while the tiled hearth and mantel adda 
to ibe beanty of the ntuebing, 


There are no finer windows in any 


country titan the memorial windows. 
They are furnished by Lamb & Co.. ot 
New Tort, a boose founded more then 
100 years ago, which tarnishes glass ex- 
clusively foroburohea. 


Blue and gold, the colors of tbe incar- 
nation, are tbe prevailing colon of the 
windows, which also Olcjstrate in perfect 
continuity the incarnation of Ohriet, 
Beginning with tba first window in the 
north transept, where the thought <llue- 
trated is the annonneement of the birth 
of Ohnat, the story goes on both sides of 
tbe church to tbe laet window in the 
•oath transept, which pictures in almost 
living colon tbe ascension of Christ. 
Tbe windows pioture tbe hfe of Christ in 
tbia order: "-The Announcement of the 
Angels to tbe Shepherd* of tbe Birth ot 
Christ." "The Nativity," "Christ in tbe 
Temple," "The First MiracK" "Christ 
and the Woman at tbe Well," "Christ 
Bleemng the Little Children," 'The 
Transfiguration,1' "The Angel of the 
Resurrection," and "Ibe Ascension,'' 
Two ot tbe windows, "Christ in tbe 
Temple," and "Christ Blessing tba tittle 
Children," are from celebrated paintings 
by Hoffmann, Tbe paintings seen to 
have been reproduced exactly in tbe flase, 
so faithfully have the color effects been 
copied. The pictures an so troe ae to be 
almost scarUing. There is a richness 
and fmeneei about them that one would 
hardly expect to aee aooompliatjid in 
anything besides oil Tbe first of these 
two windows is in memorism of Bev, U. 
M, Goodwin's mother. The other one is 
in memonam of William M. Bojd, 


The third memorial window ia to the 
memory ot Flora Baee 
Baebford, a 
daughter of Hr. and Mra, J, B, Knee, 
Tbe title fe "The angel of tbe Resurrec- 
tion." Like the others, tbe work on the 
window is a rare artistic triumph. 


Tba inscriptions on the three memorial 
windows is ae follows:

It fc beautiful ii harmonious 
coloring. Prominent in it are the Alpha 
and Omega and other ecclesiastical 
symbols. Just beneath that window are 
four equate windows representing the 
four gospellers, Matthew, Mark, .Luke 
and John. 


Tba clear-etory windows of the nave, 20 


in number, are the gift of tbe ladies of 
tbe Saturday Market of the church. 


The windows of tbe baptistery were 
given to the ohureh by St. Martha's 
Chapter, Tbe centre window id an illu- 
minated crass, while the three to the 
right and the three to Ibe left are cherubs 
beads in different poses turned towards 
tbe illuminated cross. 


Another memorial ot tbe late William 


M, Boyd is a Credence table which is 
placed m tbe sanctuary at the right of 
tbe altar. It consists of a polished oak 
ehejf, with polished brase ornamentation 
in flowers extending up the wall about 
three feet, surmounted by a small brass 
cross. The same ornamentation ie also 
seen about twofeet. beneath. Tbe edge 
of the Credence bears tbe inscription, 
"In Memonam— William M. Boyd."

The Mt. Zion election fraud oaea was 
p for final oouaideration in tbe oitonit 
lonrt to-day, so far ae Judge Tail ie con- 
erned. The jnry bad beard tbe evidence 
agalnat W, B. Hunter and had agreed 
unanimously on the first ballot aa to bit 
guilt, and Ibey bad fonnd him guilty on 
6 of the 18 counts charged in tbe indiat- 
ment. At tne time the verdict WM read, 
the counsel for th» defense entered * 
motion for * new trial and arrest of jndg* 
roeut This forenoon in thedrenit court 
n tbe preience ol tbe defendant and a 
arge number of spectators Judge Vail 
heard tbe arguments on the motion. 


Mr, Buckingham, one ot the attorneys 
or the defense, argued that t new trial 
muet be granted. He stated that tbe 
ury, contrary to the instruction of the 
court, found Hunter guilty on tbe counts 
relating to E. Hogen and Brace Morrow, 
n which counts the names were not 
written correctly ; aleo in tbe ease of 
mond Turpin, where there was evidence 
to show that tbe mark might have been 
madebefore he voted tho ballot. The jury 
tonnd defendant gnKty on this count. 
Those reasons ought to giye defendant a 
new trial. Mr. Bnckiagnam then argued 
that <D law the marks foucd on two ot 
these tickets did not amount to cbauging 
of the ballot, and the judge should have 
counted those ballots fnr Davidson aa 
BOOH as they were aeon, becansa tbese 
marks showed they were never made 
with the view' of erftemg Davidson's 
nama. 


Attorney W. C, Johns stated that the 


defense had an affidavit ot Dunn, anc 
also that of one Gesaoman to show thai 
juror F. Beaton bad expressed eu opin 
ion before he qualified ae a juror.

Me had been listening lor several days 
to the discussions of older men upon the 
subject of Providence, und In listening 
to them ami the straDg* things they 
hod to say, anil the strange theories 
they advanced, he became disgusted 
and his soul burned within him and he 
wanted to spunk, and he prefne«<l his 
discussion by tho statement that neither 
great men, nor aged men, were always 
wi»it, but "There Is a spirit in man, and 
the inspiration of the Almighty givcth 
him understanding."

I waul to call your attention to the 


fact that if wo were right in our con- 
ditions on ttist dahhath evening, there 
Is a rational will underlying all the 
proeofM;ti of nature, and giving rise to 
their development, und presiding over 
I heir movement*, und bringing them to 
their completed results. 


Kational will manifests Itself in na- 


ture through matter. 
National will 


manifest.-) itself in oian through a physi- 
cal organism, Rational will manifes's 
llsclf in history through religious organ* 
Untions, ami religious teaching, *nd ro- 
llgious worship, and now, I want to re- 
mind yon Hint this brings right before 
«s three very knotty problems: 


If rat ion 111 will manifests itself in na- 


ture thrmgh matter, then we have be- 
Toro UK the problem of tho rotation be- 
tween matter and spirit. 


If rational wilt manifests Itself iti 


tudn through physical organism, then 
we have before ua tho problem arising 
out of the relation between body and 
soul 


If rational will mnmfests itself in his* 


lory Uu'oti(jh religion, lluiu we have be- 
fore us the great problem of the rela- 
tion between the finite spirit and the 
fnilnitc Spirit. 


I want yon to consider these relations 


tonight, mill in the consideration of 
them you will )>c able to see, I think, 
what I menu by tho wont "Spirit." 


First, then, wo come to the relation 


but wool i matter ivnd spirit. What is It? 
Ordinarily, Christian theologians, and 
skeptics, too. insist upon the notion 
that matter and spirit tire directly op- 
posite to each other; that they are mu- 
tually exclusive of each other; that 
they «twnd b antagonism to each other, 
so thnt whnt Is spirit cannot be matter, 
anil what is matter cttnuot be spirit. 
They say they contradict each other, so 


tft nikho i,^,,.- -Ibi-v teUeyert that atoms wei-c\ tittle 


believe in the eternity of matter; that it 
always existed, and it U of each stub- 
born and unyielding nature that the In- 
finite Spirit had a very hard contract on 
his hands in bringing the results be de- 
sired out o! it, and while he did the test 
he could with the material placed at hie 
lisposal, lie, did not get the kind of 
world he wonkl like to have had. 


Plato has some such idea as this; that 


tho evil, the misery, the sin, the wrong 
of thin world grew out of the perversity 
of matter that God could not control. 


On the other side of this question, :is 


a mutter of course, yovt have thu notion 
that God created matter out of nothing; 
that when he began the process of cre- 
ating there was nothing but himself, he 
being Spirit, and he produced out of 
nothing a substance wholly and entirely 
opposite to himself, so that matter can 
never become spirit, and spirit can 
never become matter. That is the way 
this thing has been presented to us, 
through philosophy, ttnO theology, and 
skepticism generally. 


To my mind, it is not so, I think, as 


undoubtedly do some of you this even- 
ing, 
that the underlying, substantial 


fact of this universe, is Spirit; that 
what Herbert Spencer calls the "fnnda- 
mental reality"—the -unanalysable, un- 
deJinuble power that lies back of all the 
forces of nature—is Spirit, And now, 
then, if that is true, then my thought is 
simply this, that instead of matter 
standing in antagonism to spirit; in- 
stead of spirit and matter being oppo- 
site to each other; instead of matter 
and spirit being mutually exclusive of 
each other, that matter Is just simply 
the form which Spirit takes to itself, 
the outward manifestation of spirit, the 
mode in which spirit unfolds itself, so 
that, in its fullest sense, mutter is the 
outcome of spirit. 


Now, 
you take matter—take any sub- 


stance of matter—in whatever form it 
may exist, anil you disintegrate U and 
reduce it by a process of analysis until 
it recedes absolutely beyond your grasp, 
so that yrm can neither see it, nor feel 
it, nor hy the use of a microscope, nor 
by any process of analysis can you get 
at it ami estimate il, and know whnl II 
)h am) where it is. 


You will observe that ivc arc langlil 


by (icifciii'u that fill the vast substantial 
reality, all the uolid things, us well as 
all the llu'nK ;uid all the gases of this 
universe, en me originally from atoms. 
fn the final analysis matter is reducible 
to atoms. But tiow, what are atoms; 
Why, the ancients conceived of them as 
little hard lumps—little hard lumps, so 
pamll that they could not be HMD; so 
small that they could not bp separated; 
so small that.the; we*eJwbsolniuly in 
tangible; that rfpbody ever Ba^i 


hard lump*. l^SF 
that modem science does, not 'earh any 
such thing. YfVteaehesfchat stofes a7'e 
centers of force, nndfettt these cent era 
of force, radiating, re^rni|[ out, over- 
lapping each other, and acting and re- 
acting upon each other, Dually produce 
what we call matter. But the primary 
condition of matter is force, and when 
you try to represent to yourself what 
force is, you hare to say "It is will," 
and that is just what we mean by Spirit; 
so that this malt-rial universe is the out- 
come, tho set f-un fold ing of spirit; of an 
Intininite Spirit, if you will. I need 
not dwell h«r«, I will go on to our 
second point; that is, the rotation )>? 
tween lite body and sotd in man. 


The soul in man manifests itself 


through the physical organism. It has 
no other way of manifesting itself, and 
we want to lind, if we can get at it, 
the relation that subsists between the 
body and soul. Of course, materialism 
teaches that the soul Is just simply a 
temporary result of physical organi/a- 
Uon, and that when the physical organ- 
inn t ton becomes disintegrated ami the 
brain surface is destroyed and goes 
back to dust there is no soul, aud man is 
utterly annihilated. That is material- 
ism. 
But that view is only held by a 


very few people. It is a very uhsatis- 
fyiug thing, and it brings no satisfac- 
tion to the higher faculties and aspira- 
tions and longings of our nature, and 
the thought of man, the main feeling of 
man, 
the better nature of man, has 


never b»en able to rest upon It, 


We go hack in the history of thought 


lor a tittle way, and we have presented 
to us this notion: that the body of man 
is transmitted in the form of a germ, 
antl from that germ unfolds, and in the 
process of that transmission God creates 
a ?ul for every body; that God really 
creates such a personality, «uch a spirit, 
such a higher life in every individual, 
and that the physical germ is produced 
anil transmitted by heredity, and iiito 
this germ tomes n soul created especi- 
My to tit the body. That is a very 
awkward, clumsy way of thinking about 
il—a very unreasonable way, it seems 
to me. 


Then we have what is called trudu- 


cianism—that is, that in the primary 
germ of human life there was encased 
both the future physical organism and 
the future soul life, and the body and 
soul are both transmitted by the laws 
of heredity. 


And then, there is tbe evolutional no- 


tion, which goes back, far back, into 
the distance, anil traces the origin of 
man and comes np with the ever un- 
folding developments of animal life, 
until that life is at last crowned with 
the production and development of the 
immortal soul, so that the sonl of man, 


you bavo on the one side people who , the iplrltual nature, what we mean by 


the spirit of m*n, is the product of his 
physical organization. 


Now 1 am perfectly willing that if 


anybody wants it that way, be should 
have it that way. I »m perfectly will- 
ing to concede that the entire nature o f ' 
man, 
both body and soul and spirit, i f . 


you will, are the product of those laws ' 
of mechanical movement in nature, if 
there is finally evolved out of their 
plentitnde of power that which is their 
nner nature, the immortal spirit of 
roan. I have no objection to it at all if 
t can be made clear, and made good, 
that that is the case. What I want, and 
all 1 want to have yon make sure, is 
Jilt the final outcome of this process of 
nature, of these mechanical and chemi- 
cal operations, Is an immortal soul. J 
do not care howit Is produced, whether 
the soul is treated or produced miracu- 
lously, or whether the soul is trans- 
mitted in the original germ from parent 
to child, and from generation to gener- 
ation. It is immaterial to me, but I 
want to have a sonl. I want to have a 
sonl that will live atwayi, I want to 
retain my thinking power, and my 
heart power, and my will power. It is 
not a matter of vital concern to me 
where they came from, but it is a mat- 
ter of Infinite concern to me where they 
goto. 


Now, then, let us stop and think for a 


moment, if yon please. I waul you to 
notice the fact of the interaction be- 
tween the sonl and body. The soul 
manifests itself through the body. The 
soiitg«t5 at the outer world through the 
body. The soul gets its impressions 
from the outer world through the body, 
but the soul manifests Itself just as 
surely as the body does. 


I wont you to took at. this reaction of 


the so-1 through a physical organism. 
You aro listening to me to-night, and as 
yon listen the sound of my voice makes 
a wave motion in the atmospheie of 
this room and the wave motion strikes 
the drum of your car, and through that 
there U set in vibration the molecules 
of your nervous organi/.atiou, and the 
tromor goesou, on from the drum of 
yoitr cur until it seti in motion the 
molecules of your brain surfiice, aud 
finally tltat tremor, thnt movement of 
your ucrvnus organisation, is trans- 
mitted to wluit wu call .->«til. Then oc- 
curs reaction. Now, iv bat is the reac- 
tion, tlie reaction of your-soul to this 
nervous tremor, that is produced by the 
sound of i»y voice and what I utter? 
What is Lho reaction11 That depend*) 
upon the nature of your soul and the 
attitude of your soul. My voice, and 
what I say, is precisely the same for 
every porsou here, but the r*;icti«n is 
not the same, In some of you this kind 
of reaction will be produced,—you will 
go away and feel that you have been 
bored. That is the sort of reaction that

you. 
Some of yon will go away a3T 


lied. That is another kind of reaction 
altogether. Some of yon will go away 
with the feeling that your old notions 
have been disturbed, and that you have 
been set to thinking, and that your in- 
tellectual powers have been set in mo- 
lion. That U a ilitTereut kind of rusie- 
tton altogether. 
Two persons come 


and they listen to the Matm; irnsic, and 
to one of them it is like the jiugling of 
an old sawmill, Tt does m>t produce 
any other effect upon t!iat person. An- 
other person hears precisely the same 
music, and to liim it is full ol charm 
and melody; it tit)ills him with tbe loft- 
iest ideas, aud awakens within him the 
tincst sensibilities and feelings. That is 
the reaction of a different kind of soul. 
And this thing is constantly happening 
in all' the branches of life. You look 
out upon nature, you see that it is full 
of beauty 
Another person looks out 


upon the same aspect of nature and 
sees nothing in it whatever. Tile dif- 
ference is in the different kinds of reac- 
tion of the soul. 


I want you now to notice the relation 


of the soul and body in regard to des- 
tiny. It Is just as clear to you, and it 
would have l>ccn clear from observation 
of alt tbat you know of nature, so far 
as you have studied the science of na- 
ture, that your body must go back to 
dust, still you cling to the notion of 
living again, to the notion of immor- 
tality; you cannot give that np. It is 
hard for you to conceive of immortality 
without a ljo<ly, so you have the theory 
of resurrection. You believe the body 
is going to be raised from the dead, and 
that tho body and sonl are to be eter- 
nally glorified. That is not necessary 
at all, if you itill just stop and think 
a moment. Your Imly was made to go 
back to dust, and your soul w;is made 
to return to the God who gave il, The 
body has a downward tendency. It is 
subject to every law of physics, and it 
must go bock to earth. But it is not so 
with tbe soul. The soul rises up, all its 
aspirations arc upward and outward 
toward God. It wants to go to God. 


What I want you to think atiout this 


evening, is Unit from the standpoint of 
the evolutionist, the immortality of the 
human sou) is the missing link, if you 
will, the final segment that closes the 
circle of the great truth of evolution, 
and brings out of it something that is 
worth having, I have no use for an 
evolution that begins with the dead 
| aud ends with the dead, that begins and 


I ends with nothing. From that stand- 
point life is not worth living. You have 
been created with hopes, with instincts, 
with aspirations, with longings, with 
(travingc, with possibilities, destined to 
be mocked by the universe. Evolnlion 


has produced an eternity ol nothing-. 
Let them begin with Spirit, an Infinite 
Spirit, viol tiding itself through the 
forms of matter, and then through 
forms of life, then through the forms of 
nlellectual action, then through forms 
of moral action, then through the forms 
of spiritual action, and the effort of the 
unman sou! to worship, and then give 
us as the final output of that mighty 
force that underlies the universe, then 
jive us an immortal soul. I have some- 
thing then that is worth thinking about, 
something to appreciate, 
something 


that satisfies the highest aspirations, 
the noblest longings of my nature. 


Do you not see that this is the most 


reasonable thing in the world from the 
standpoint of the evolutionist? 
Begin- 


ning as you have to begin with that un- 
knowable power that we name Spirit. 
and then- moving up, up, up, always 
upward, according to spiritual law, 
comiug nearer, nearer all the time to 
the great spiritual achievement, and 
producing intellect and character and 
tbe highest result* both in the individ- 
ual ant) in society, is it not reasonable 
to suppose that evolution will go far 
enough to make them, its highest re- 
sult, immortal? Is it not reasonable? 
Is it not unreasonable to think other- 
wise? Would there not be a missing 
link, would not tbe main segment of the 
great circle of existence be left out? 
Would not the cycle of movement and 
of energy be incomplete? 


I want you to think about it from 


this standpoint. Yon believe in the 
"origin ol species" by the law of "nat- 
ural selection," and you believe that in- 
tellect and character, both in the 
individual and. in society, are th<', "sur- 
vival of the fittest," that it is the high- 
est and the best aud that it survives 
because it is the highest and the best, 
that its environment has "prudnced it. 
Now what more reasonable 10 suppose 
than after all this vast movement oE 
life, of history, of social organisation 
there should come ont of it at last, an- 
other species. But you say, all along 
this uiar^h of evolution, this dwelop- 
men of life through evolution, the in- 
dividual has perished and only the 
species remain 
Be it so, but let me 


remind you that since num wsis pro- 
duced, the origin of species Iiii* stopped. 
There i* uot nl present uny other kind 
of species being produced or originated 
through evolution. 
It has turned Us 


attention wholly to (he product of in- 
tellectual, aud moral, and spiritual re- 
sults. It is moving steadily, persist- 
<>ntly by the persistence of lhat energy 
thnt underlies all, it it. moving steadily 
to the production of spiritiisil result1!. 
It ik making this world of ours beltci 
every day. II is diffusing everywhere 
those nobRyjcntimenlii and principles 
which wettfariibodied in the teaching ol 
Jesus Christ, and it b destined io better 


the^ worM, What 


more reasonable than to 
will continuants work until it $iae mode 
the souls^gi'men immortal! Take il 
thus, in 'its completed work, its final 
work, its transcendence of earth, and 
thore is something that the Infinite 
Spirit can look upon with the con- 
sciousness of satisfaction and of love 
There is something, on the other hand, 
that can 'inter into communion with 
that Infinite Spirit, and appreciate his 
work and cujoj the manifestation ol 
his love, hut leave this out, leave ont 
tho doctrine of immortality, ami you 
have ;i theory without a beginning mid 
without an end (hat is worthy ef itself. 


Again, I want you to consider the re- 


lation between the finite spirit and the 
Infinite Spirit. First, it is the relation 
between parent and child—if the Infi- 
nite Spirit produced matter, and then 
produced life, and then ont of that pi'o 
duced man. But you can have your 
law of evolution if you want. Begin 
with atoms and work steadily np until 
you lind human intellect, hitman reason, 
most perfectly developed con science 
and character, and say it is all the re- 
Milt of evolution—all right, I do not 
care. 
You may say that the great 


Father of the human spirit produced 
his numerous progeny from the womb 
of nature—all right, I am perfectly will- 
ing thnt it should be (hat way, if that is 
the way, am perfectly satisfied with it. 
What I want you to remember is that 
this great Father is still tbe Father oJ 
his numcrouii family Just as much so as 
if he had separately created each one 
out of dust of earth and b real hod into 
their nostrils the breath of life. He is 
just as much their Father, and between 
the Infinite Spirit and the Quite spirit 
there is the relation of parent anil child. 


I want you to remember another 


thing, that if this is true, there ia also 
between the finite spirit and the Infinite 
Spirit the relation of interaction, intel- 
lectual interaction, moral interaction, 
apirituiil interaction, tied acts upon 
man, and man responds to tbe action ol 
God, 
Now this is trnc. You come in- 


to this world without knowing any- 
thing. You have to receive yourcd i- 
cation. 
Von have to study nature,

The only thing that eauscid anything1 
neiw surprise was Lh-; number of the 
white people who entered upon his 
land. It was tho firsttime he ever rea- 
lized that thure nrr> more white people 
in the world than Inilians. Otherwise 
lie observed nil the ex citing scenes 
without the least show of surprise or 
curiosity. It was tippnrently nil 5 very 
rrcat bore to him. He was not even 
enough interested in the white man's 
scramble for land to stay on his oxvn 
claim to prevent it from being jumped. 
There was, however a special reason for 
that. To-tiny is ration day at the agency, 
ftnd nothing was ever known to keep 
the I ml inn nwny from the agency when 
anything to eat in in sight. lie will 
loaf around the agency until he receives 
rations and catables. IIu will drlvo 
away his beef, gorge to his full capac- 
ity, let his claim go to the dogs and 
xvttit until next ration day. 


The blanket Indians nre as tv rule 


peaceably inclined. They never have 
und probably never wit) matte mueli 
trouble. The Chcyenncs, too, arc (food 
natural enough so long as they tire left 
alone in pcaee. When they were first 
put on the reservation in 1370 after 
their famous and fatal rnid through 
Kansas, they chafed tinker the restraint 
and it eauswl much trouble. Since then 
they htvve been comUietinir themselves 
vevy well. They are quii'lt to anger,
